cooiemplaiiiig a mnrcb to lha Pacific, to es 
to bring all the teriliory ou the the VVeatero 
Continent wiibin ilie eiubracea of tbe 
Nerr Uorninion. Ilesolulioni oQered in tbe 
Canadian Houso ou Saturday were to tbe 
effect tbat it would piomoto Ibe^rdiperily 
of tbo whole empire if tbe Domioiou of 
'panada were exteoded toHhe.qhora^pf the 
C .Pa(*lfi6'Baa"tbat it would 'be - etpisdient to 
request her :M8jB8t7, to ODite^upert's Land 
and the Nbrfhwesi Territory with the Domin 
ion of Canada, and to grant to the Parlia- 
tnaot of Canada aathoriiy to legiBlato (or the 
(Qiare welfare ol those two coanttiefl. This 
is probably one of the results of Iho nonexa 
tioD of the Russian territory lo the Uuited 
Slates. John Bull saldnm allows any one to 
get the Diivaoco of tiim in tbe nnarcb of 
ooinmercial facilities, and when such a thing 
happens, aa it aometimes dofa happen, be is 
-not slow-in foilowiog up the * iotrdder.' The 
threatened aBoendanoy of the Yankees in the 
Pacific sea, is^a bngbear to b^m,' afid il[ day 
yet. end, UDless Uncle Sani^keeps big eyes

The Bubjocl of Confederation having of late 
been brongbt promincaily into notieo, with 
the intention of inducing the people of thi^ 
Colony to coma uodejr.tlie pominioo of Can- 
ada, readeis it dbsirabis th'at they sboulcl be 
exhorted oot to be carried away or guided by 
romantic idoaa or aentimooluiisra oo tbe one 
band, or oo tho other band allow tboir troob- 
'01 and mieforluoca lo drive them into ills 
they know not of. Romance or senlimeni 
will neither lill the pookol nor food the little 
onca. 

If any one will take tho trouble to examine 
tho mnp ho will rendily see tvhy Canada 
should bavo been anxious to uoite with her 
Nova Sootia and^NtiW-Braafwiok. She re^ 
quired at least ao outlet to the ocean, open 
at ail seasons of the year and through domes- 
tic territory. That she should have olTered 
Great inducements lo Nova Seotia and New 
Brunswick: or thit ihoy sho Id hava beon 
dosirou? f joininsf Cnnida, will not ocoaijiop 
any surprise. Such on Union would put ao 
end lo much jaslousy aad ill foelin";, prevent 
tho cut-lbroat oommeroial system then pre- 
vailing,' Bflflj J'>to; tOKfl|tber pepp.la who had 
mmy interests in onmmoo and whose prox- 
imity rendered it deairablo that they alinuld 
liv« in peace nnd ainily. Tho ereolion of a 
railway uniting these provinces, and by thi- 
means retaining tho commerce of iba country 
within their own borders, added very much 
to Ihe advantages of union, ll may, at all 
events, be oondadad that ifaosa prnvinces 
iolned themaeivas together becaa^e they be- 
lieved it lo be In th.'ir material !,-,lereslii to 
do so.

That the statesmen of the Dominion should, 
in the oxcitemeni of o new hirih, bnlievo tbo 
Dominion ol Canada ahnuld eilond from ocean 
to ocean, and that tlioy slioulil de.siro lo ob- 
tain tho intervening lorrilory ia hut natural. 
That they shuuld sue in such an oxlensioii 
great bencfiia to themselves, or tbat they 
should undervalue the onsl and oyarvalue 
their reeonrces is not at all to bo wondered 
at. That the Canadians in tbig colony sbould 
be endued with the eothuaiasm ol their coun- 
Irymoo aodatlempt lo aid th^-m Id iheir de- 
sire is a) least oreditahle lo Iheir patriotism — 
nay, that they should porsnada tboVselvea or 
even believe that the Dominion could benefit

It appears, liowaver, proliubla 
ttial Mr DaCosmos has made u ainall min- 
lakc 18 to the amount of revenue of British 
Columbia, and probably a niiati ke as to iha 
amount of tazatioo that would be impised by 
the Oomioioo. AecoidioK to the Niuih 
American Aot, Section 102. all revenues 
over which the Government had control pre- 
vious to Confederation become after Con- 
f(deratioD the properly of tbe Dominion 
Qovornment. Now, the revenue of Brilish 
Cnluiiibin, adopting Ihia view of the case, ia 
not S35O0OO. as stated by Mr DaCosmo.t 
but about S500 000 and Ihe additional sum 
is derived from trading licences, mining 11- 
canaea, road tolls, and ao furth. Hero then 
wo bavo tbo Dominion receiving SlfiOOflO 
more tlian stated. It may of course be pnid 
thai tbo ariiclea ol agreement should slats 
ichat revenuca the Dominion should appropri- 
ote. Of course tbo agreement must, other- 
wi<e Biitisb Oolambia will assuredly not 
agree. Mr DeCosm^a also bases his calcu- 
lation alniOBt solely upon Ihe tarifi ',hul is the 
lariH the only mode of raising money in ino 
Dominion 1 I fancy I have seen somewhere 
io print that a Stamp Aot was lo be enacted 
and some other internal and direct taxes. 
If aoob be the ease the revsnaa of the Do- 
minion from British Columbia would be even 
still greater than §600,000, and minht per- 
haps be even mora than abo would reocive 
from tbo Dorair.ion, II would be wall , at all 
CTeDla, to learn what the taxes of tbe Domin,-! 
ion are or are to t-o, boojuee until ihey bo 
known, every calculation most bo mnro or 
leas fallanioos. For bow long a period is 
the Si 10,000 to ba siTenT for one year or 
twenty yeirsT Moreover it is not correct 
lo say " that Ihe Dominion would expend 
annually in this country S2U.101 aiore than 
Ihe revenue received from it," because Ihe 
interest and sinking fund of the debts of tbe 
country amounting to at least $150000 are 
not expeoded in this country, but eent 
abroad to the- boodbolders, and tbe same 
may be said of some other items. However, 
one or two expenses of the General Gov- 
ernment bavo been left out, viz: the 
exponas* of the Senators aod R'-pre- 
sontatives from British Colombia. Tnay 
each are to receive six dollars ) er 
diem, and mileage at Ihe rata ct ten cents 
per mile; say tbe cost will be S8000, oer- 
tiinly not less. If British C ilumbia be ad- 
mi led, the General Governmtnt will have 
more work to do and will porhapi roqu ra 
mora men lo do it; but I aupposa thut is 
of ''no oonsequecce" ; neitbot is our sbato of 
the QovetDor (lenoral's salary or of tbe i x-- 
penses of the General Government of ar.y 
consequence, either. Won't it be nine to i^ei 
$123,000 por annum oat ol iho DominiDo I 
It will be as well to takooare not to pay tmi 
mach lor the whistle. Nevartheleaa, Mi 
DeCosmos deserves well for having made 
known At* views — for if the people are to 
join the Confederacy, let them do it wiih 
tbeir eyes open and not "go it blind."

Oo that 
as.'-uiiipiiou, the Total Surplus Revenue over 
tbo ordinary nnd regular azpendilure for tbe 
suppoit of the local GoTernmea) would be 
reduced to S118 530. 

It is questionable whether under Conled- 
oration it would be praoticabia or possible, 
however dcairable, to reduce Ihe obove oiti- 
mat%sio{ lo.saLexpanditnre to ony very nppre 
crable extent. \Vo have a very large country 
and II very small population. Our population 
is widely dispersed into small commuriitiea. 
We have two lines of seitlcmenls ruuning 
north a d south : one stretching one hundred 
and fifty miles on this Inland — Vioinria to 
Uomoz ; tbe other five hundred miles long — 
Victoria .to. p^riboj}. "rbera Is'it third libe-^ 
Victoria to Koolenay, five hundred milea, 
casi iiTid west. We would then as now have 
10 provide for the Fooiirity of lilo and prop- 
criv. Were tho entire populaUun concentra- 
led in one place it would not be a dilTicult 
mailer to retrancb. Butawidely disllibaled 
population require a niore aam^roaa stafT rl 
msgistriiios'. oC'nstB6laii,'go)d obmoiisaionera, 
courts ot civil and orimioal Jurisdiction, &c- 
Tlie samo number of Governmcni ofEcera that 
exist lo-duy would be ample to answer Ibo 
purposes of good government for a popula- 
tion of 100,000 people. Uodet Confederuiion, 
however, wiib a popular form of Governir.ori 
— represeniaiivu ami reaponsibie iustiiutiuna 
—Ibe people would be able to shape and 
control tbe current expenditure. Cooledera- 
lion would supply us at least with a chock — 
a liali'guaril — against extravagant expendi- 
ture. At praseut there ia no local check, 
oxoept u diminishing revenue. Under our 
prereni irresponsible Government— without 
Confedtraiion — I have 00 reason to induce 
ma lo believo lhat the current eipenditurc 
will bti reduced S'i.">,000. Were retrench- 
ment left wiihtho so called popular mcin- 
liirs ol the I.,ej^i3lative Council, I am pereua- 
ded that ihcy could not bo united io Iheir 
oction 80 as 10 propose a -greater reduction 
on onr total ' espenditore 'than $50,000. 
f..ocnl iniereais and iuflueiioos would prevent 
it. If they were united, the Goyernmeiit 
would out voioj lliem. A di 1 inisbing 
revenue is n check on Givernmont ; hul 1 
qiitalioii whether Hint wid i:ol bo remuveil 
by an inoiease of taxation — raisiog the 
tariff or renewing tbe real estate taz. 



people with lamilioa, in town aod cooolry 
cannot get education free and cheaply, they 
are not likely to remain or settla in oar 
couoiry; but will elect for tbemaelvas homes 
in the neitthboring Stales, where lha school 
dior atands invitingly open to laceive their 
children without payirg a fee for admit- 
tance. With Confederation, there is a pros- 
pect ol a permanent School Fund.

Tho Court fees are 
reputedly too larpa Bnt where is the bopo 
of reduction wilboot Conlodeiation 1 Where 
ia tba hope of any Government oomioir to 
our assistance bat ibe Dominion f With 
CoofederatioD on the ternas tbat I have aag- 
gcsted, instead of Iho whole revenue being 
Hwallowed up by interest and sinking fand, 
and by ofHciala, either necesaary or nnoeces- 
sary, tbo country would, as may ba seen 
from the statiatioa tbat I hava pat forward, 
have large suois expanded annaally by the 
local and Domiolonal Government in Pnblio 
Worka and iDslilntions.
